The Premier added 
that Great Britain, if the house ap- 
proved, also would recall her mission 
from Moscow. ‘ 

_ What the premier outlined—«quot- 
ing from various of the seized doeu- 
ments for the purpose—was proof of 
subversive activities of Soviet agents 
and that there was no differentation 
to be made between these activities 
and the activities of the trade delega- 
tion. It was a deliberate and system- 
atic abuse of the diplomatic privileges 

' by the Soviet authorities, which the 
Premier contended, justified the gov- 
ernment in asking Parliament to en- 
dorse its grave decision to sever all 
relations. _ “

This process of breed 
ing has been continued with fncreas- 
ing careful selection, until now we 
have the seventh generation, and 
each generation has proven more 
uniform in type and quality in woo! 

They are 
very pre-potent when these ewes are 
bred to Hampshire rams, the lambs 
are only slightly colored on head ano 
feet, and this lamb has proven to be 
the fastest growing lamb we produce 
for eas shipment.
